As  we  look  back,  we  shall  always  remember 
our  school  library,  a library  of  which  we  were 
very  proud.  Here,  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  stu- 
dents came  to  read,  study,  or  just  browse.

THE  WAKE  OF  THE  TYPHOON... 


Dawn  of  the  1946  grid  season  on  the  local 
plantation  saw  only  two  regulars  from  the 
previous  year's  team  step  up  to  receive  as- 
signments. With  these  two,  one  a back  and 
the  other  a lineman,  and  green  material, 
Head  Coach  Harry  Harmon  and  Assistant 
Coaches  J.  C.  "Cowboy"  Range  and  Lou 
Plummer  set  about  to  mould  the  Typhoon 
grid  offering. 

On  September  28,  the  green  Typhooners 
took  to  the  field  in  their  first  test  of  the  sea- 
son against  a powerful  Greenbrier  Military, 
W.  Va.,  eleven.  Utilizing  one  of  the  smooth- 
est "T"  formations  seen  in  the  schoolboy 
level,  Greenbrier  downed  the  locals,  32-6, 
after  a scrappy  Cold  and  Blue  had  held 
them  scoreless  the  first  two  periods. 

In  their  first  game  away  from  home,  New- 
port News  met  with  a defeat,  33-6,  at  the 
hands  of  E.  C.  Class  high  of  Lynchburg. 

A powerful  Maury  eleven  crossed  the  Roads 
and  invaded  Cold  and  Blue  territory  to  hand 
the  locals  their  third  straight  setback  of  the 
season,  19-0. 

Newport  News  then  got  three  marks  on  the 


credit  side  of  the  ledger.  The  first  came 
with  an  18-0  pasting  of  Chamberlin  Voca- 
tional high  school  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Al- 
though held  back  by  frequent  fumbles,  the 
locals  pushed  across  scores  in  each  of  the 
first  three  chapters.  After  Fairfax  had  held 
the  Typhooners  to  a 7-7  mark  at  halftime, 
the  locals  got  wind  in  their  sails  during  the 
latter  half  and  glided  to  a 22-7  win.  Next 
on  the  Typhoon  list  was  Alexandria,  which 
came,  saw,  and  was  conquered,  20-6.  At 
halftime  the  Newport  News  high  cross- 
country track  team  tasted  defeat  falling  to 
C.  W.  harriers,  2714  to  251/4- 

Granby's  state  champions  dropped  the 
locals,  34-7,  but  not  before  the  Typhooners 
had  earned  the  distinction  of  being  the 
first  conference  opponent  to  cross  the  Com- 
ets' goal  line. 

Dominating  play  throughout,  the  Hopewell 
Blue  Devils  rolled  up  a 20-6  decision  over 
the  locals.  ’ 

On  Turkey  Day  the  Harmonmen  played 
host  to  the  Wilson  Presidents  but  the  Prexies 
proved  to  be  unappreciative  guests,  hand- 
ing the  Typhooners  a 46-12  pasting.
